The Year Book shows that since World War II 
the United States has superseded the United 
Kingdom as the world’s greatest trading 


country. 
It also shows a 


decline in trade between Western 
and Eastern Europe, despite the fact that the 


value of exports to Eastern Europe by the 
United Kingdom and West Germany has 
moved steadily upwards, 


The Year Book shows that the 
recovery and expansion of trade 
after World War II was on a 
gradual pattern, similor to that 
afier World War 1, but was 
more rapid. 

The differences between the 
two periods included a sharp 
increase in the later one jin the 
trade of the “dollar countrics"— 
the United States, Canuda, 
Mexico, Colombia, Venezuela 
and the Central American re- 
publics., 


Exports 


Their exports accounted for 
22 per cent of world exports in 
3938 and 31 per cent in 1956. 

The Year Book shows, how- 
ever, that the share of the Far 
Eostern “countries slumped-— 
from 12 to seven cent, 
This was duc principally to 
Japan’s failure to regain its 


prewar trade eminence as 
ewiftly as other major coun- 
tries, 

Other countries which ex- 
pated their trade notably in 
the last 12 years included con~- 
tinental Western Europe, and 
the Middle East. The Middle 
East nations almost tripled the 
value of thelr exports, 

Except for metal ores, which 
Increastd by about cight per 
cent, the level of prices of 
primary commodities in world 
trade {n 1956 remained about 
the same os in 1955 — about 14 
per cent below the post-war 
peak of 1951.. : 

The first volume yearbook 
contains ‘dctalled statistics for 
id5 countries, embracing about 
99 per cent of world trade, and 
the second volume, to be 
published soon, lves the 
broader aspects of external 
trade.—Reuter.
